Christmas history 


Mommy, how can Santa 
be many places at once?

Have you ever wondered why we 
decorate trees, exchange gifts, and 
burn candles at Christmas? 


Every American child who 
celebrates Christmas has at one 
time been slightly confused about 
Santa Claus; where he parks his 
sleigh when he’s busy ringing that 
bell on the corner? I mean, on 
those corners. And his parents 
don’t know much about Santa 
either. 


Almost every lonely young girl 

has at some time carried mistletoe 
around with her in hopes that 
Prince Charming soon would be 
there. Yet, she chanting sotto 
voce her version of “The Night 
Before Christmas’’, ‘‘Come 
Dashing and Prancing and 
Handsome and Virile; on Courtly 
and Cuddly and Wealthy and 
Taller than I am’”’ remains 
ignorant of the origin of the 
mistle custom 


According to the “Book of 
Brittannica’’, the answer is 
tradition. But, surprisingly, it’s 
not a Christian one. Most of our 
current Christmas customs are 
pre-Christian: Roman, Gallic, 
Celtic, and Jewish 


The celebration of Christmas 
itself originated in the 4th centyry 
and was the Christian equivalent 
of the Roman Saturnalia, Dec 
17-23, and the Roman New Year 
evlebration, Jan. | 

The Saturnalia was held in honor 


of Saturnus, god of agriculture 
and took place at the end of the 


vintage and harvest. Presents were 
exchanged and sacrifices offered 
at this feast 


For the New Year, Rome’s 
houses were decorated with 
greenery and lights, and presents 
were again exchanged. Christians 
adopted the gift-giving and 
decoration ideas and, since the 
actual birthdate of Christ was in 
dispute, chose Dec. 25 in an 
attempt to draw converts from 
the ‘“‘pagan”’ celebrations. 


And so it continued, both day 
and night, until the celebration of 
Christmas was condemned by the 
Puritans in 1642 because of its 
pagan aspects. But in the 19th 
century fun-loving Irish and 
German immigrants to America 
revived the old traditions. 


The origin of the Christmas tree 
custom is disputable. It probably 
stemmed from the tree’s use in 
medieval German mystery plays as 
the symbol of the garden of Eden 
When these plays were suppressed, 
the tree was used in the home and 
gradually there evolved the 
custom of decorating it. 


Some say, however, that it is a 
survival of pagan tree worship in 
ancient Rome and Egypt 
(According to Darwin, even their 
ancestors liked trees, although it’s 
doubtful they decorated them 


In any event, German 
immigrants brought the custom to 
this country 

Mistletoe was sacred among the 
Druids, Celtic and Gallic priests of 
Caesar's time who practiced magi 
and tree worship. The parasite was 
believed to have many miraculous 


powers To Romans itt was a 
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symbol of peace, and it was said 
that when enemies met under it 
they threw down their arms and 
declared a truce. Hence, our 
custom of kissing under mistletoe 
Candles were (and are) used in 
the Jewish feast of Re-dedication 
of the Temple (Hannukah). In 
Ireland during the suppression of 
Catholicism, candles were put in 
windows at Christmas to guide 
priests to the celebration of mass 
Either or both of these customs 
could have originated our use of 
candles at Christmas 

Santa Claus, that jolly, bearded 
fellow who confuses children on 
street corners, is a composite of 
folk traditions from many 
Europear countries 

He was introduced to America 
by early Dutch settlers of New 
Amsterdam (later New York), 
who called him St. Nicholas 
Usage gradually changed his name 
to Sinter Klaas or Santa Claus. 

In Holland St. Nicholas was like 
a bishop, with a serious , 
sometimes stern air and bishop 


robes. But in America this was 
changed by various writers, 
including Clement C. Moore 
(‘‘Twas the Night Before 
Christmas”) to the fat, jolly, 
red-dressed fellow who arrives 
ashless in living rooms via 
chimneys 

There actually was a St 
Nicholas, who was a kind, 


generous 4th century bishop who 
became the patron and guardian 
of young children and students

The Student Senate has relaxed 
stipend restrictions for ASSSC 
executive officers enabling them 
to receive allotted pay prior to the 
beginning of the spring semester.

Taylor faces involved 
grievance procedures 


What is the current state of affairs in the Clark Taylor versus 
Sacramento State College grievance hearing? Immersed in a pile of 
paperwork, that's where. 

Abstracting the hearing from the question of professional conduct and 
marijuana use in the classroom, Clark faces a morass of procedures 
which can only be equaled in magnitude by the California state 
constitution. 

In examining the grievance procedures as outlined under Executive 
Order 113 issued by Chancellor Glenn Dumke and having talked to the 
officialdom connected to the case, it is safe to say, provided the hearing 
does not take any unpredicted turns, that Clark will come before the 
committee which determines the disciplinary action to be taken against 
a person charged subsequent to the approval of the President, the 
Disciplinary Action Panel, sometime late in January. 

The channels which Clark must go through are numerous. The 
preliminary investigation, conducted by the college appointed 
Administrative Officer in this case acting Academic Vice-President 
Norman Roth, started on Monday Dec. 14 with the receipt of Clark's 
signed statement concerning the allegations made against him. 
Procedurally the investigation is scheduled to end on Dec. 22. From 
there, provided that Roth recommends the matter be pursued, and 
charges brought against Clark as is the option of the Administrative 
Officer, then the matter will proceed to the level of the Hearing Officer 
who is a legally trained attorney appointed by the Chancellor's Office 

Subsequent to this hearing at which Clark and the Administrative 
Officer submit their respective evidence, the Hearing Officer can 
exercise the same option that Roth may exercise, either pursue the 
matter or drop the charges. Should he decide to recommend to the 
President that the matter be pursued, then Clark will go before the 
Disciplinary Action Committee, a subsidiary committee to the 
Disciplinary Action Panel which draws its members from all tenured 
faculty in the college. 

This committee is made up of three members and has the duty to 
decide whether the evidence found by the Hearing Officer constitutes 
grounds for disciplinary action under section 24306 of the Education 
Code. Should they find sufficient grounds, they then make a 
recommendation to the President on disciplinary measures to be taken. 
The President may either follow their recommendation or take a 
different course of action, his decision ultimately being final in all 
cases. 

As it turns out, Clark will get an impartial hearing from the Hearing 
Officer, provided Roth's investigation warrants the matter developing 
that far. Guesses are that it will go that far. Past the Hearing Officer 
though, Clark will be judged by his peers, the three faculty members. 
Our only hope is that those three members of the committee which 
decide Clark's future take time to thoroughly search their consciences 
before they execute their duties.
